Though he 
frequently complained of being unable to 
sleep, he seemed cheerful. 

The brothers at the hospital 
showed no suicidal emotions and they do not 
think his mind was deranged, except for 
the worriment caused by sleeplessness, 
Last Saturday morning, after pacing ttle 
fioor half the night, Father Kurtenbach an- 
nounced that he was going back to Flint 
Hill to preach a Sunday sermon at-his lit- 
tle mission church. 

It wag then 6 o’clock and the brothers 
tried to persuade him to remain until after 
breakfast, but he was firm in his purpose, 
He refused to take even a cup of coffee. 

The brothers heard no more of him until 
Rev. Peter Kurtenbach called to inquire 
after him Tuesday. 

Deputy Coroner Gast does not believe in 
the murder theory. He made a careful 
examination of the body Wednesday after- 
noon and expressed the opinion that the 
clergyman either committed suicide or was 
accidentally drowned.

GLADSTONE’S HEALTH 
CAUSES ANXIETY. 


A London Paper Announces That the Aged States- 
man Is in a Critical Condition. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—The Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon makes the following

Democrats in Congress Propose to Force the Hand of 
the President and Speaker Reed.: 


DE ARMOND OPENED THE BATTLE. 


Leaders Declare That the Time Has Come for the United States 
to Put a Check to Spanish Bapbarity in the Island, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Mr. Brucker 
(Dem. of Michigan) presented a resolution 
in the House to-day instructing the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs to report without 
delay the Senate Cuban belligerency resolu- 
tion. It was ruled out on a point of order. 
An appeal was taken from the chair’s 
ruling, but was laid on the table on a yea 
and nay vote—168-126. 

Leading Democrats say that the fight begun 
by Representative de Armond of }_.ssouri 
against the policy of tndction adopted by 
the administration toward Cuba will not 
be abandoned. It is plainly the purpose of 
the Democrats in the House to force the 
issue. The vote in the House yesterday sus- 
taining the decision of the chair overruling 
De Armond’s amendment to the consular 
bill, providing for the recognition of bel- 
ligerent rights, was 152 to 114. This was al- 
most a strict party vote and does not re- 
flect the Cuban sentiment in the House. 

It is betieved that the President and 
Speaker Reed will not be able to keep the 
Republicans in line on McKinley's policy of 
inaction much longer. The sentiment of 
the country is for intervention—for any- 
thing to check 6pain’s barbarity and relieve 
the thousands who are starving on the 
island. 

In his speech on his amendment, Mr. de 
Armond denounced the “petty rules’ which 
had gagged the members in the House who 
desired to speak on Cuba. He accused the 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of burying the Cuban belligerency res- 
olution and charged the Republicans with 
complacent connivance. 

He denounced Speaker Reed in the most 
violent terms and railed at the “unseen 
hand which used the rules for the suppres- 
sion of those who desired to speak in 
half of thelr constituents. an 

“The question is not entirely whether the 
United States shal) recognizethe state of 
belligenency of a people striving for lib- 
erty,” said he, “but whether we here are 
prepared to renounce our personal liberties 
—our right to speak in behalf of our con- 
stituents, and subject ourselves to the 
petty bondage of a system of petty rules.’’ 

The tone employed by the Democratic 
member was outwardly quiet and self-re- 
pressed, but his language was fiercely de- 
nunciatory. He was speaking to the per- 
tinence of his amendment, but he d:d not 
hesitate to denounce the poiicy of the Gov- 
ernment as disgraceful and outrageous. 

He compared McKinley to Nero, who fid- 
dled while Rome was burning. He charged 
that the Republican majority, under the re- 
straining hand of the Speaker and Presi+ 
dent, was conspiring to prevent discussion 
of the Cuban question and restrict the right 
of free speech.

BEARING ON DREYFUS’ CASE. 


LIST OF FRENCHMEN WHO WERE 


“IN RELATION” WITH THE 
_ GERMAN GOVERNMENT. 


STOLEN FROM VON FUNCKE.

‘The Woman Turned It Over to the 
French Authorities and It Con- 
tained the Name of Drey- 
fus With Others. 


————— 


LONDON. Jan. 19.—With every show of 
authority the Pall Mall Gazette this after- 
noon prints prominently an article pur- 
porting to give the inwardness of the Dry- 
fus case and explains that the document 
on which’ partly the Government found the 
prisoner guilty was obtained in the follow- 
ing manner from the German militarg at- 
tache, Von Funcke: 

‘‘Nine or ten months before the arrest of 
Dreyfus, Von Funcke was suddenly re- 
moved from hia post. The explanation of 
his removal throws a curious light on the 
Dreyfus cage and explains in some measure 
the attitude of the Government. When his 
predecessor, Baron Von Huene, left Paris 
he handed. Von Funcke a list of persons 
in France who were in relation with the 
German intelligence department, enjoining 
him never to let it out of his hands. Von 
Funcke carried the document in a leather 
bag around his neck. Shortly after enter- 
ing upon his duties, an tncident occurred 
whereby a woman of. ill-repute obtained 
the document and took it to the Foreig3 
Office, where it was hastily photographed 
and returned to her, she returning it to 
Von Funcke, who in the meanwhile had 
discovered his loss and, like an honest sol- 
dier and attache, hastened to inform the 
German Government of his mishap, hence 
his recall. 

“Curiously enough, the woman refused 
compensation, though a large sum was of- 
fered her. 

“With the photograph of the document 
the French Government deliberately went 
to work and, [| am assured on authority 
that leaves no room for doubt, that the 
name of Dreyfus appeared on it, but it 
being a common name tn both Germany 
and France, suspicion did not immediate] 
i” on the officer subsequently condemned.

The Scale Committee Has Submitted 
No Programme Yet. 


the interstate joint conference of bitumin- 
ous coal operators and miners was en- 
livened by an attempt on the part of the 
Illinois operators to have a committee of 21 
miners of this State appointed to meet a like 
number of operators and arrange a scale 
of differentials. The session began with a 
full attendance, but no report was presented 
by the Scale Committee, and they were 
granted further time. Chairman Sweet of 
the committee informed the convention that 
nothing of a definite nature had transpired 
in the committee and that none of the ques- 
tions discussed had been put to a vote. 

Chairman Dalzell of the IDltnois eth s 
tors then presented a motion that the Illi- 
nois miners be permitted to name a com- 
mittee of 21 to meet the operators and 
agree upon differentials in the State. The 
operators he said had agreed upon a basis 
of differentials and in order to facilitate 
action in the convention he proposed to 
have the locals all ready for the convention. 

Differentials seem to be a signal for dis- 
cord whenever mentioned and no sooner 
had Mr. Dalzell’s motion been seconded 
than a storm of opposition broke loose from 
Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

President Ratchford supported the Ili- 
nois plan, saying it would facilitate the 
working of the convention and could do 
no harm, 

A motion to table Mr. Dalzell’s plan was 
put and declared lost under the rules, al- 
though it received a vote of 2% against 12, 

Chairman Holeomb stated that if the 
Illinois representatives wished to meet it 
was clearly without the pale of the conven- 
tion and that any action they might take 
would necessarily need the approval of the 
convention. Mr. Dalzell thereupon with- 
drew his motion, having, as he states, se- 
cured all he desired, the consent of the 
convention for a meeting of the miners and 
operators in this State. 

No other business being presented, the 
convention took a recess awaiting the scale 
committee. <A report from them, however, 
is not expected to-day.

ALBERT KINAST CHARGED WITE 
CRIMINAL LIBEL BEFORE A 
COUNTY JUSTICE.

LAND OWNERS AT WAR. 


A Wedding Banquet, a Bottle of 
Strychnine and an Allegation by 
a Guest That He Had Been 
Hired to Do Murder. 


The preliminary trial of Albert Kinast, a 
‘young farmer, for criminal libel, before 
Justice of the Peace W. W. Ravens, at 
Lake Postoffice, St. Louis County, Wednes- 
day, is the outgrowth of one of the bitter- 
es: feuds ever waged in the county.” 

While Kinast is the victim, the real prin- 
cipals are August Kleinsorge and Louis 

Bante, wealthy farmers, living near Ball- 
' win. The feud between these two has lasted 


nearly a score of years, growing in inten- 

' pity each year, and time and again the 
; neighbors have expected that it would re- 
' gult in bloodshed. 
' .The issue grew out of a dispute over the 
| ownership of a small strip of land, several 
' hundred yards long and four or five yards 
in width, that separates the broad acres 
owned by these well-to-do landlords, They 
have tried the issue in court, at a cost of 
hundreds of dollars to each,and spent time 
and.money on surveys, but the matter is 
etill unsettled. If Kieinsorge won in one 
contest and the surveyor’s marks were es- 
tablished, the stones would disappear be- 
tween the suns, and vice versa when Bante 
would get an award in his favor. 

The dispute is as hot to-day as !t was 
when it commenced years ago, but the trial 
at Lake Postoffice is the first time a crim- 
inal charge has resulted, 

Kinast was arrested on the charge of 
Bante, and thereby hangs the tale of a 
dark plot, if what Kinast says is true, 
though it its not Kle'nsorge’s fault that his 
old enemy has not been arraigned on a 
more serious charge than is brought against 

mast. 

The criminal charges had their origin ona 
festal occasion that took place at the Klein- 
sorge home early last fall. H's daughter, 
one of the charming young women of the 
county, was to be married, and several 
hundred guests were present—in fact, every- 
i, for miles around except the family of 

ante. 

Kinnst was one of the invited guests. 
lie was one of the neighbors who had never 
taken sides in the Bante-Kleinsorge feud, 
and was friendly to both. 

After the marriage ceremony and the 
guests were feasting and drinking Kinast 
approached Kleinsorge, who stood, glass in 
hand, foaming with beer, and calling him 
to one aide, is reported to have said: ‘‘Look 
at this.”’ pulling a half-ounce phial from 
his pocket, which contained a liquid with 
white sediment. ‘I came here to do a bad 
thing, but my courage has failed me, 
"This bottle contains poison, It was given 
me by Louis Pante, who promised me $70 
if I would manage to pour the contents 
into your glass when the beer drinking be- 
gan. I won't do it, and [ have concluded 
to tell you all about it.’’ 

Sleinsorge took the bottle, Ppiacod it in 
his pocket, and the wedding feast had no 
more joys for him. He stopped drinking 
then and there, for he shuddered to think 
what a narrow escape he had run in being 
carried a& corpse from the banquet hall. 

Kinast told him further that Bante, even 
then, Was waiting In a saloon at Baliwin 
for him to return and tell him the results 
of the fatal draught. Kleinsorge sent a 
couple of friends to Ballwin to see if Bante 
was there, but he could not be found. 

Thoroughly frightened over Kinast’s con- 
fession Kleinsorge determined to lay the 
matter before Prosecuting Attorney Heid- 
orn and the grand jury at Clayton. He 
did so, but. the grand jury falled to indict 
Bante. In the meantime he brought the 
bottie taken from Kinast to St. Louis and 
employed City Chemist C. W. Teichmann 
to make an analysis of the contents. Dr. 
Teichmann found that the solution was 
strong with strychnine, and this analysis 
Was Offered to the grand jury. Still it 
refused to elieve the damaging story 

ainst Bante. 

he next was a warrant from Bante 
against Kinast for criminal libel. Dr. 
Teichmann was subpenaed to go to Lake 
Postoffice Wednesday as a witness in the 
trial for the defense, but he*could not do 
80, and eo informed Prosecutor Heidorn 
several days ago. Then it was agreed that 
Teichmann's deposition could be taken, 
which was done, and in which he declares 
the bottle given him by Kle!nsorge con- 
tained a strong solution of strychnine.

SKN DOMINGO EARTHQUAKES 


Numerous Shocks Felt and Consider- 
able Damage Done. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—The Clyde line 
steamer Cherokee, which arrived to-day 
from San Domingo ports, brings details of 
the recent earthquakes which have oc- 
curred with frequency since Dec. 29 last. 
Great damage has been caused throughout 
the whole country and the inhabitants were 
driven from their homes in a panic, 

At 6:48 on the morning of Dec. 15, the 
people in the northern part of the island 
were startled by a very severe trembling of 
the earth, lasting fully 2% seconds. Af 
Porto Plata and the surrounding neighbor- 
hood, including the inland town of San- 
tiago, this first shock was most severely 
felt. The first shock was soon followed by 
another and still another in — succes- 
sion. Then all was quiet until 2 p. m., 
when another slight movement was felt 
which caused another stampede of the in- 
habitants, It is calculated that damage to 
the amount of $25,000 was done in the small 
port of Porto Piata alone. The submarine 
cable to Hayti was affected by the seismic 
movement and communication was inter- 
rupted. 

In Santiago a number of churches were 
rendered dangerous, cemetery walls were 
ruineé and a chapel fell as though it had 
been struck by a bombshell. The Govern- 
ment buildings were damaged to a at 
extent and will need extended repairs, if 
not complete rebuilding. The grand edifice 
of Santa Cerro, one of the oldest In the 
Western hemisphere, and dating from the 
time of Columbus, was entirely destroyed, 
Aimost every day since Dec. 26 Mere have 
béen shocks, but of a comparat veiy ®arm- 
less nature. As far as ts known there has 
been no loss of human life. The shocks 
were perceptibly felt on board of vessels 
in the harbors of the island.

POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


He Has Full Authority in the Matter 
of Landing Cablea 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—At the request 
of the Secretary of State, Acting Attorney- 
General Richards gave an opinion on the 
question of the authority of the President, 


in the absence of legislation on the matter, 
to contro] the landing of foreign telegraphic 
cables. The question was raised by the ac- 
tion of the French Cable Co. in landing a 
cable at Cape Cod without the vat whoa per- 
mission of Congress or the President, Mr. 
Richards’ conclusions are as follows: 

‘‘That the President has the power, in the 
absence of the legislative enactment, to 
control the landing of foreign submarine ca- 
bles. He may either prevent the landing, if 
the rights intrusted to his care so demand, 
or permit it on conditions which will pro- 
tect the interests of this government and its 
citizens; and if a landing has been effected 
without the consent or against the protest 
of this government, respect for its rights 
and compliance with its terms may be en- 
forced by applying the prohibition to the 
operation of the line, unless the necessary 
condtions are accepted and observed.” 
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CHINESE CONCESSIONS, 


Subjects of Difference Between Russia 
and Great Britain, 


PERKIN, Jan. 19.—The Tsung Li Yamen, 
the Chinese Foregn Office, has had an- 
other conference on the subject of the loan, 


which is still unsettled. Besides the right 
to extend the Burmah Railroad through 
Yun Nan Province, Great Britain asks the 
mght to build railroads through the Prov- 
ince of Sze-Schuan (north of Yun Nan), and 
a treaty port is demanded, the identity of 
which no doubt is Slang Yin, situated in 
the anti-foreign Province of Hu Nan, which 
Japan proposed to open at the time of the 
Shimoneseki negottations. 

The proposed opening of the Port of 
Talien Wan (on the Liao Tung Peninsula 
and north of Port Arthur), a position which 
would command the railroad connecting 
Port Arthur with the North and Manchuria 
continues to be the chief difficulty, Russia 
desiring to keep the whole of Manchuria for 
herself. Neither power is willing to yield on 
this point and the question is no longer a 
commercial one. It has become political.

YOKOHAMA, Jan, 19.—The British battle- 
ship Centurion, flagship of the British 
squadron in Chinese waters, has arrived at 


Nagasaki.

,adds: “Japan will avoid allfances, but she 
is prepared to act vigorously if necessary 
for the maintenance of peace.”’

MULVIHILL INTERPRETS LAW. 


He Holds That the Excise Commission- 
er’s Office Is Judicial and He De- 
termines Applicants’ Characters. 


Through the united efforts of Excise Com- 
missioner Charles P. Higgins and Prose- 
cuting Attorney Thomas E. Mulvihill ft ts 
no longer possible for a handbook to at- 
tach itself to a saloon and escape prose- 
cution, 

Mr. Mulvihill carefully investigated the 
laws and agrees with Mr. Higgins, reversing 
his inferior officer, Assistant Prosecuting 


Attorney Col. Richard M. Johnson. 

“The office of Excise Commissioner is 
clearly judicial In the matter of deciding 
who is entitled to have licenses lesued to 
them,” said Mr. Mulvihill. Mr. Higgins is 
as much a judicial officer in that capacity 
as is a county judge out in the county who 
can revoke a license at any time, for cause. 

“In the question at issue I did not argue 

with Assistant Prosecuting Attorney John- 
son, and I told Mr, Higgins I would ! 
a warrant when Mr. Johnson re a- 
loonkeeper Koerner of Washington avenue 
was running a handbook in connection with 
his saloon. Mr. Higgins told him he would 
not issue a license until the handbook feat- 
ure had been eliminated. Koerner refused 
to comply and ran his place without a li- 
cense. Mr. Higgins applied for a warrant. 
Mr. Johnson refused the warrant, holding 
that while Koerner had committed a tech- 
nical violation, he had done all in his power 
to obtain a license. 

‘Mr. Higgins says that Mr. Koerner has

AN OUTRAGEOUS ORDER. 


There is no more profitable branch of the 
posta] service than that of the cities where fre- 
quent deliveries are made. It pays for itself 
and for a great deal of unprofitable service, 
Every increase of deliveries and facilities is jus- 
tified by increased profits. 

In New York alone the profits on the city mail 
service reach $5,000,000. In Brooklyn they 
range from $300,000 to $400,000. In St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and other large cities the profits are pro- 
portional. 

Seed distribution by Congressmen costs the 
Postal Department about $300,000 a year. Abuses 
‘of the franking privilege cost an immense sum. 
‘Losses on the carrying of encrmous quantities 
of truck as second-class matter amount to mil- 
lions. 

For the railroad mail service we pay $51,000,000. 
‘How much of this is loot? 

But the deficiency of $172,000 in the postal 
‘appropriations can only be met by reducing the 
‘carrier force in cities and thus cutting down the 
‘postal facilities of people who pay for all they 
get and for a great deal that others get. 

The reduction order is an outrage.

GREAT OPPORTUNITIES. 


George Cary Eggleston, in the New York 
World, directs attention to the importance of 
the Mississippi River, with a group of inter 
esting and suggestive statements, 

A steamboat, without passing through an arti- 
ficial channel, can visit 23 States on the Missis- 
sippi and its tributaries and land at 1050 cities 
and towns. 

These great rivers drain an area of 1,683,308 
square miles, occupied by a population, accord. 
ing to the last census, of 24,298,832, 

But this vast inland sea carried, according to 
the statistics of the last census, only 83,000,000 
tons of freight; yet the earnings of the craft ex- 
ceeded {tts value by nearly $1,000,000, 

All of this is suggestive of what the waters of 
tle Mississippi Valley might be to its people 
and indirectly to the people of the country. It 
suggests what a magnificent agent of commerce 
and of prosperity these great rivers might be 
made. It suggests the importance of their im- 
provement and the profits awaiting the entér- 
prise of utilizing their transportation opportunl- 
ties. 

Two things are necessary—the maintenance of 
channels for navigation all the year round and 
the increase of the freight tonnage. 
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Marshal Bennett gays: “If the Indians had 
taken two white boys and burned them at the 
stake the white inhabitants of Oklahoma would 
have exterminated the whole tribe within the 
next 10 days. But when the white inhabitants 
of Oklahoma burn at the stake two young In- 
dians, one of whom was known to be innocent, 
and the guilt of the other was greatly in doubt, 
the Indians remained quietly in their homes and 
simply appealed to the Great Father for pro- 
tection and justice.’

By putting a 
quarter in a propermes meter—a European de- 
vice just being introduced in this city—20 feet of 
illuminating gas may be procured.

MICHIGAN’S GOVERNOR £DE- 
NOUNCES KING BOODLE AND 
REPUBLICAN LEADERS. 


SPEAKS FOR INDEPENDENCE. 


Party Regularity Is Represented by 
the Monopolist Franchise Grab- 
ber and Lobbyist. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 19.—Gov. Hagen 
8. Pingree of Michigan, in a speech before 
the Independent Club of Buffalo last night, 
created a sensation by h‘s attack on “so- 
called Republican leaders’’ who vaiue the 
power of the dollar to bring them success 
more than they do that of the vote. 

Gov. Pingree at the outset quoted Abra- 
ham Lincoln's declaration on the field of 
Gettysburg: 

“That government of the people, by the

He continued: ‘*To-day all the trusta and 
monopolies which are bleeding the country 
have taken refuge under the wing of the 
Republican party, because ther oF the 
Democratic party, which has k che them 
out. In my own State the railroa . which 
have never paid their just share of the tax- 
es. have been a faithful ally of the Repub- 
lican pore. I have had something to do 
with the effort of the people of Michigan to 
get a readjustment of ra Iroad taxation and 
rates, and every railroad attorney and rail- 
road doctor, every little country newspaper 
editor who has a pass, every politician who 
hopes for financial favors to help re-elect 
him, is out of breath crying ‘Pingree ls not 
a Republican.’

Mr. Spiridon comes of a family that for 
half a century has been foremost in the 
promotion and fostering of art in Europe. 
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He is an artist, not alone by profession, but 
by inetinct. One would pick him out as an 
artist in a multitude. His birth gave him 
an oriental’s love for the beautiful. His 
training in Europe gave him the skill to 
put his dreams on canvass. His contact 
with Americans has taught him the possi- 
bilities of art as a stepping stone to fortune, 
He is of striking appeararce, Though be- 
low the average in height, his bearing and 
proportion give him a dignity that few men 
of his statue could attain without appear- 
ing stilted. His face is dark and clear-cut, 
His hair is black and thick, and he combs 
it straight up from his high forehead. His 
eyes are brown and rather close set. 
His manners are more than the manners 
of a Chesterfield. They have a naturalness, 
a sincerity, a lack of straining for effect or 
effort to impress. . 
Mrs. Spiridon is not in face and outward 
appearance, as one might expect, a foil for 
her husband. She, too, is dark and small of 
stature. Her hair is brown and luxuriant, 
and her dainty face has besides the glow 
of health and the brightness of youth, an 
appearance of wholesomeness that relieves 
one’s first impression that her features are 
Goll like. This is the keynote to the prac- 
tical side of the little woman’s nature, She 
weuld be a good manager in a three-room 
flat.or a palace. She is her husband's best 
aide in looking after those details of busi- 
ness which an artist is apt to slight. In 
addition to this she has been invaluable 
in subserving the social object of the exhi- 
bition.

He Was Picked Up for Dead, but Re- 
gained Consciousness and the 
Doctors Think He May 
Possibly Recover. 


Jesse Rowland, a Belleville boy, was run 
over by an ice wagon Tuesday and proba- 
bly fatally injured. One ofxthe wheels 
passed over his head. That he still lives 
is past explanation. 

Tuesday was Jesse’s 12th birthday. In 
the afternoon he left his home, 1010 Mas- 
coutah avenue, and went to visit his sister, 
Mrs. William Buhrmann, 624 West Main 
street. 

He took with him a little express wagen 
which he had received as a Christmas pres- 
ent and laid out for himself an afternoon 
of great enjoyment. 

West Main street, at the point where Mrs. 
Buhrmann lives, is. paved with brick and 
there is a rather steep grade. It is an 
ideal place to coast and Jesse had it in 
mind when he brought his wagon along. 

When he reached 4he top of the hill goin 
out he climbed into his wagon and starte 
down the grade. The wugon was provided 
with a lever for controlling its course, and 
the boy had confidence in his ability to 
guide it away from all dangers. 

An ice wagon belonging to William 
Schmidt was starting up the grade, but the 
we! paid no heed to it, 

ut the wagon’s speed increased momen- 
tarily, and before the boy realized it is was 
whirling over the smooth pavement at a 
fearful rate. 

The ice wagon and ‘the boy’s wagon were 
on the same side of the car track. An elec- 
tric car was coming and there was not time 
to cross the track. The boy realized his 
danger. He was almost upon the ice wagon 
and going at frightful speed. The way his 
wagon was headed it ae probably have 
passed without striking, but the boy 
oe the lever the wrong way so. sud- 

enly that it almost upset, the wagon 
turned sharply and the next instant crashed 
into the back wheel of the ice wagon. 

The heavy wheels passed over the boy’s 
head and his left arm. The driver did not 
stop to see whether the boy was dead or 
alive, but drove rapidly away.

DELEGATES PASS THE BILL. 


When It Came to a Measure the Wo- 
men Wish Adopted They Were 
Not So Prompt. 


Theater-goers will hail with delight the 
action of the House of Delegates Tuesday 
night in passing the Sweeney anti-high hat 
ordinance. A stubborn fight was made 
against the measure, especially by ex- 
Speaker Lloyd, who talked against “blue 
laws.”’ 

Mr. Madera, chairman of the Legisla- 
tion Committee, gefended the bill and de- 
clared that the Assembly had never before 
it a measure that was More responsive to 
public sentiment. He knew that all the 
theater managers favored the bill, but they 
did not have the courage to say so, through 
fear of offending some of their patrons, 

The vote on passage was 16 to 7. 

From the anti-high hat bill_the House 
passed to another that was equally de- 
nounced by Mr. Lloyd afid the minority. 

It prohibits the expéctoration of tobacco 
juice in churches, street cars, theaters, all 
public places and conveyances. 

Mr. Lloyd demanded to know why the bill 
had been allowed to sleep in committee for 
six months, and what excuse the Sanitary 
Committee had for reviving it. 

Mr. Schumacher said that the Board of 
Health insisted on the bill, and he believed 
every decent man and woman in the city 
would approve it. The law was not for per- 
sons who have a decent regard for them- 
selver and the public, for those 
who have no more respect for a 
church or a street car crowded 
with ladies than they have for the gravel 
walks in the parks. The bill provided that 
there should be spittoons in all public places 
for the cunvenience of spitters, and he 
thought it ought to pass. 

Mr. Schumacher finally agreed that the 
bill be recommitted in order to make some 
of its provisions more specific. 

he House continued its policy of ‘‘mas- 
terly inactivity’’ on the ordinance to widen 
Twelfth street from St. Charles to Wash- 
ington avenue, and on motion of Mr. 
ee the bill was laid over for another 
week. 
A bill increasing the salaries of Work- 
house guards from $0 to a month was 
passed, and so was the bill prohibiting the 
establishment of soap, vitriol factor'‘es, 
lime kilns, stone quarries and slaughter- 
houses except under authority from the 
= “aaa The House adjourned for one 
week. 


Mr. Carroll was the only member who 
roused the Council with a speech at Tues- 
day’s session. He called attention to the 
useless and suicidal delay in postpon'ng ac- 
tion on the charter amendments. The 
vaunted policy of public Improvements was 
a sham and a delusion unless the shackles 
were loosened so the city could raise money 
to carry it out.
